Springs;  Leroy  "Roy"  Bullock  ofNorth 
Little  Rock,  Ark.;  Aline  Peacock  Carter 
of  Jackson;  and  Mayo  A.  Pittman  of 
Frederick,  Md. 

Their  induction  will  be  held  during 
the  college's  homecoming  on  Saturday, 
October  24,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Athletic  Alumni  Association  at  10  a.m. 

The  new  group  will  join  69  other 
former  students  named  to  the  honor 
since  1978. 

ALEXANDER 

Wade  Alexander  of  Wesson  played 
football  and  ran  track  at  Co-Lin  from 
1 95  0  to  1 95  2 .  He  was  co-captain  of  the 
Co-Lin  football  team  and  won  honor- 
able mention  All  State  honors  in  1951. 

A  native  of  Columbus  where  he  was 
co-captain  of  the  Lee  High  School  foot- 
ball team  in  1949,  Alexander  was  start- 
ing halfback  all  four  years  in  college  and 
for  two  years  on  a  strong  service  team  at 
Fort  Jackson,  S.C. 

He  lettered  in  football  and  track  at 
Lee  High  School,  Co-Lin,  Louisiana 
College,  and  at  Fort  Jackson.  While  at 
Lee  High  School  he  went  to  the  state 
finals  in  the  440  dash,  880  relay  and 
mile  relay  and  the  120-yd.  high  hurdles. 

He  was  co-captain  at  Louisiana 
College  in  1953  and  was  voted  to  the 
second  team  All  Gulf  States  Confer- 
ence. 

His  greatest  accomplishment  as  an 
athlete,  he  feels,  was  making  the  starting 
team  both  years  at  Fort  Jackson.  At  this 
time  the  service  teams  were  loaded  with 
All  Americans  and  major  college  stars. 
Fort  Jackson  backs  included  Florida  All 
American  and  later  All  Pro,  Rick 
Casares;  Henry  Mosley,  later  with  the 
Chicago  Bears;  Hal  Ledyard,  Chatta- 
nooga All  American  and  one  year  with 
San  Francisco  49'ers;  Neil  Worden,  the 
Notre  Dame  great  and  scoring  record 
holder;  Zippy  Morocco,  Georgia  star 
who  spent  a  year  in  the  Canadian  league; 
and  Tommy  Lewis,  Alabama's  fullback 
who  won  fame  for  his  off-the-bench 
tackle  in  the  Cotton  Bowl. 

Alexander,  who  is  chairperson  of 
the  social  science  division,  joined  Copiah- 


Lincoln's  faculty  in  1 970,  when  in  1 975 
he  became  division  chairperson,  served 
as  track  coach  from  1980-1982  and  as 
assistant  football  coach  in  1986. 

He  was  head  football  and  track  coach 
at  Crystal  Springs  High  School  for  nine 
years  and  was  head  track  coach  for  three 
years  and  head  football  coach  at  Bastrop, 
La.,  prior  to  then  and  was  an  assistant 
football  coach  at  Tunica  at  the  begin- 
ning of  his  coaching  career.  As  a  head 
football  coach,  his  record  was  55-41-5. 
His  track  coaching  record  included  Little 
Dixie  Conference  championships  in 
1960, 1966,  and  1967;  District  7  cham- 
pions in  1960  and  1962  and  runners -up 
in  1966  and  1967;  Jackson  Daily  News 
Relay  Champs  in  1965  and  1967;  and 
District  5  A  runners -up  in  Louisiana  in 
1970. 

His  wife  the  former  Sharon  Dunn,  is 
an  instructor  in  English  at  Co-Lin.  Both 
of  their  children,  Wade  Jr.  and  Amy,  are 
Co-Lin  graduates. 

BOLIS 

Henry  Rene  "Frenchie"  Bolis  was 
a  graduate  of  Crystal  Springs  High 
School  where  he  was  an  outstanding 
football  player  and  he  continued  playing 
at  Copiah-Lincoln  where  he  graduated 
in  1936. 

He  lettered  two  years  in  football  at 
the  University  of  Southern  Mississippi 
and  while  a  member  of  the  1939  and 
1940  squads  served  as  secretary/trea- 
surer of  the  "M"  Club.  He  was  in- 
ducted posthumously  into  the  USM 
Sports  Hall  of  Fame  in  1966. 

In  1966  the  Crystal  Springs  Radar 
Station  named  their  athletic  field  in  his 
honor,  Bolis  Field.  The  Mississippi  Job 
Corps  Center  rededicatedthe  field  in  his 
memory  in  ceremonies  on  October  23, 
1986. 

Bolis  was  killed  in  action  on  July 
24,  1944,  defending  his  country.  He 
was  posthumously  awarded  the  Bronze 
star  medal  (Purple  Heart). 

The  original  sign  placed  in  1966  at 
Bolis  Field  was  given  by  former  team- 
mates from  USM.  The  field  was  named 
in  his  memory  as  the  athlete  best 
emplifying  a  gentleman  and  atrue  sports- 
man. 

BULLOCK 

Leroy  "Roy"  Bullock  lettered  in 
football,  basketball,  track  and  volley- 
ball at  Hazlehurst  where  he  played  on 


the  undefeated  football  team  in  1947. 
He  entered  Co-Lin  and  played  football 
his  freshman  year,  making  All  State 
honorable  mention.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  854th  Medical  Collecting  Com- 
pany activated  from  Co-Lin  during  the 
Korean  War.  When  the  unit  came  back 
home  in  June,  1952,  he  reentered  Co- 
Lin  and  lettered  in  football,  track,  and 
baseball,  graduating  in  1953. 

After  Co-Lin  he  entered  Henderson 
State  Teachers  College  in  Arkadelphia, 
Ark.,  graduating  in  1955  with  a  B.S.E. 
and  going  back  to  receive  his  master's 
degree  in  public  school  administration 
in  1960. 

In  1955  he  came  to  Copiah-Lincoln 
High  School  to  teach  social  studies  and 
to  coach  and  to  scout  for  the  college. 
The  high  school  won  the  conference 
basketball  tournament  and  was  second 
in  the  football  conference.  In  1956  his 
basketball  team  went  to  the  state  tourna- 
ment where  Robert  Newsom  was  named 
All  State. 

After  leaving  Co-Lin  the  Bullocks 
moved  to  Vaiden  where  he  coached  all 
sports  and  taught  social  studies. 

He  became  principal  of  Dermott 
High  School  in  Arkansas  in  1959  and 
remained  there  until  1965.  His  family 
was  active  in  the  church  and  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Lions  Club,  American 
Legion  Club  and  the  Eagles  Club. 

When  he  moved  to  Shreveport,  La., 
in  1 965,  he  entered  sales  for  Clico  Pneu- 
matic Tool  Company,  became  a  district 
manager  in  Seattle,  Wash . ,  and  was  then 
transferred  to  Little  Rock,  Ark.,  and  in 
July,  1969,  he  began  working  for  Ross 
Laboratories,  a  division  of  Abbott  Labo- 
ratories in  North  Chicago,  111. 

Bullock  has  won  1 3  national  awards, 
19  regional  awards,  and  51  district 
awards  for  his  sales.  He  was  honored  by 
being  on  eight  pharmaceutical,  five  in- 
fant nutrition,  and  six  Geriatric  national 
panels. 

He  won  numerous  trips  throughout 
the  nation,  including  one  to  Hawaii. 

He  took  a  medical  retirement  be- 
cause of  heart  problems  and  severe 
asthma  in  August,  1990. 

He  and  his  wife,  the  former  Alice 
Ann  Murray,  are  parents  of  three  chil- 
dren, Steve,  Brenda  Bullock  Lang,  and 
Julie  E.  Bullock  Johnson.  They  have 
four  grandchildren.

CARTER 

Aline  Peacock  Carter  of  Jackson,  a 
native  of  Simpson  County,  played  basket- 
ball at  Co-Lin  where  she  was  named  to  the 
1938  All-State  team,  and  where  she  let- 
tered both  years  in  track  and  basketball, 
graduating  in  1939. 

While  at  Co-Lin  she  was  a  member  of 
the  Pep  Club,  YWCA,  Home  Economics 
Club,  and  the  "W"  Club.     She  played 
basketball  at  Pinola  High  School. 

After  graduation  from  Co-Lin  she 
married  Austin  Wilkes  Carter  in  1940. 

She  then  began  a  nursing  career,  which 
carried  her  to  Colorado,  Texas,  and  finally 
back  to  Mississippi.  This  career  was  tem- 
porarily interrupted  during  World  War  II 
when  she  and  her  husband  worked  in  Mo- 
bile, Ala.,  as  welders  in  the  repair  of  war 
ships. 

The  Carters  were  pioneers  in  the  nurs- 
ing home  industry  in  Mississippi,  having 
established  Carter's  Guest  Home  in  south 
Jackson  in  1954  as  they  cared  for  elderly 
patients  in  their  home.  This  meager  begin- 
ning grew  into  a  50-bed  nursing  home.  The 


Carters  set  the  standard  of  nursing  care  for 
the  elderly  and  touched  many  lives  over 
their  36-year  tenure  in  Carter's  Guest  Home.

High  school  seniors  from  low  in- 
come families  in  Copiah,  Simpson,  and 
Lincoln  Counties  may  benefit  from  a 
new  scholarship  program  announced 
today  by  Trustmark  National  Bank,  in 
cooperation  with  Copiah-Lincoln  Com- 
munity College. 

The  scholarships,  provided  by 
Trustmark  National  Bank's  branches  in 
Hazlehurst,  Brookhaven,  and  Magee, 
are  designed  to  help  pick  up  the  cost  of 
a  college  education  that  is  not  covered 
by  federal  financial  aid.

Copiah-Lincoln  Community  Col- 
lege President  Dr.  Billy  B.  Thames, 
says,  "This  business  and  education  part- 
nership guarantees  at  least  two  years  of 
college  for  students  who  have  limited 
family  resources  for  college  education 
expenses.  It  also  sends  a  message  to 
current  high  school  students,  'do  well, 
stay  out  of  trouble,  and  you  can  go  to 
college'.  The  program  will  influence  the 
quality  of  life  of  many  individuals." 


High  school  principals  must  sign  a 
recommendation  form  for  each  appli- 
cant, verifying  the  student  has  no  record 
of  disciplinary  problems. 

The  scholarships  are  for  $100  a 
semester,  or  $200  for  a  year.  Students 
who  have  a  2.5  grade  point  average  or 
better  can  be  awarded  the  scholarship 
for  a  second  year.  Applications  are  avail- 
able at  Co-Lin.

Golf  course  expansion  continues 


An  additional  nine  holes  on  the 
Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College 
golf  course  will  become  a  reality  within 
the  next  two  to  three  years. 

The  approximate  cost  for  adding 
the  nine  holes  will  be  $400,000,  accord- 
ing to  Alton  Greenlee,  golf  course  man- 
ager. 

Financing  will  not  involve  college 
funds,  however.  Timber  sales  on  the 
areabroughtin$210,000.  Other  projects 
to  raise  funds  to  finance  the  project 
include  an  expanded  membership  drive; 
real  estate  sales  on  the  back  part  of  the 
golf  course  property;  private  contribu- 


tions from  corporations,  businesses,  and 
individuals;  and  a  major  fund-raising 
project  not  yet  announced. 

"The  timber  harvest  has  been  com- 
pleted," Greenlee  said.  Clearing/grub- 
bing the  fairways  is  now  underway.  Co- 
Lin's  heavy  equipment  operator  pro- 
gram has  been  responsible  for  the  clear- 
ing. Greenlee  adds,  "We  especially 
thank  Louis  Dugas,  David  McCulloch, 
and  instructor  James  Rabalais  for  their 
help  with  this  project."  The  clearing 
phase  should  be  completed  by  Decem- 
ber. 

Landscaping  and  leveling  will  fol- 


low, with  the  final  phase  being  the  con- 
struction of  greens  and  tee  bases  and 
irrigation  of  the  new  area. 

Depending  upon  the  "right  time" 
for  the  growing  season  of  grass  will  be 
the  ultimate  determining  factor  in  the 
completion  of  the  course.  If  the  instal- 
lation of  grass  can  be  done  at  the  proper 
time,  completion  will  be  a  year  earlier 
than  expected. 

The  architect's  plans  also  call  for 
the  construction  of  a  new  pro  shop. 

Co-Lin's  golf  course  is  the  only 
public  course  between  Jackson  and  New 
Orleans.  ■

Natchez  Campus  comes  of  age

Copiah-Lincoln's  Natchez  campus  is 
coming  of  age  during  the  1992-93  school 
year. 

"We're  celebrating  our  21st  year  of 
existence  this  year,"  said  Natchez  Cam- 
pus Dean  Travis  Thornton,  who  joined  the 
college  in  1990. 

"We're  delighted  to  report  that  what 
the  Co-Lin  District  and  the  citizens  of 
Natchez  and  Adams  County  began  in  the 
fall  of  1972  is  very  much  alive  and  kick- 
ing." 

Just  how  alive  and  kicking?  The  an- 
swer lies,  Thornton  said,  in  record  num- 
bers of  students,  including  many  chosen 
for  top  regional  leadership  positions  and 
honors;  numerous  faculty  and  staff  mem- 
bers, likewise  chosen  for  high  profes- 
sional positions;  a  planned  major  expan- 
sion of  the  current  physical  plant;  and 
several  internationally  acclaimed  educa- 
tional programs  sponsored  by  the  college. 

From  an  initial  enrollment  of  433 
students  in  the  fall  of  1 972,  Co-Lin  Natchez 
has  grown  to  its  present  enrollment  ex- 
ceeding 2,500  students  per  year. 

The  college,  which  offers  academic, 
vocational  and  technical  programs  of  study, 
began  its  existence  in  1972  at  Natchez's 
Duncan  Park,  under  the  leadership  of  Di- 
rector Eddie  M.  Smith. 

The  college's  first  building  was  owned 
by  the  city  of  Natchez  and  shared  with  the 
University  of  Southern  Mississippi, 
Natchez  Campus. 

Growth  forced  the  relocation  of  Co- 
Lin  Natchez  in  the  fall  of  1973  to  the 
former  Central  Elementary  School  near 
Washington,  leased  from  the  Natchez- 
Adams  School  System. 

When  that  facility  was  taken  in 
1981  by  the  four-laning  of  U.S.  84-98, 
another  administrator  was  in  charge. 
Howell  Garner,  named  Associate  Dean  in 
1979,  moved  Co-Lin  Natchez  once  more, 
this  time  to  one  of  its  two  current  locations. 
This  location  is  in  the  Washing- 
ton community  on  U.S.  61  North,  in  a 
building  also  leased  from  the  Natchez 
Public  School  System.  This  site  houses 
academic  classes,  the  library,  administra- 
tive offices,  the  student  center  and  several 
resource  programs,  such  as  the  Small  Busi- 
ness Development  Center. 

Co-Lin  Natchez's  second  cur- 
rent site,  the  Beltline  Site,  is  on  Beltline 
Road  near  U.S.  61  South  and  the  Alcorn 
State  University  School  of  Nursing.  This 
40,000-square-footwas  completed  in  1988 
under  the  leadership  of  Associate  Dean  Ed 
Meadows,  who  joined  Co-Lin  in  1985. 
The  Beltline  Road  complex 


houses  seven  vo-tech  programs  and  two 
Job  Training  Partnership  Act  programs. 

That  same  year,  Co-Lin  Natchez  un- 
derwent two  other  changes.  Its  name 
shifted  from  Junior  College  to  Community 
College,  and  its  quarter  system  changed  to 
the  semester  system. 

The  most  significant  change  in  the 
1980s  and  1990s,  however,  has  been  the 
college's  continued  growth. 

"During  the  fall,  spring  and  summer 
semesters  of  1992-93,  we  enrolled  more 
than  1,400  different  people  in  academic, 
vocational  and  technical  classes," 
Thornton  said. 

"What's  amazing  is  the  large  in- 
crease of  people  who  are  becoming  full- 
time  students." 

With  this  good  news  has  come  some 
bad  news:  crowded  conditions,  especially 
at  the  Washington  Site,  Thornton  said. 

We're  ready  to  get  serious  about  a 
move  toward  new  facilities  for  the  aca- 
demic program,  to  be  built  near  the  vo- 
tech  complex  on  Beltline  Road,"  he  said. 
"It  is  crucial  that  this  building  be  com- 
pleted as  soon  as  possible." 

In  the  meantime,  Co-Lin  Natchez  con- 
tinues to  attract  state,  regional,  national 
and  international  attention.  Students  are 
routinely  chosen  for  top  state  and  regional 
positions  of  leadership  and  ability,  such  as 
Shannon  Cater,  elected  lieutenant  gover- 
nor of  the  tri-state  Miss-Lou-Tenn  Circle 
K  organization;  Margaret  S.  Lofton,  who 
won  first  place  in  a  statewide  journalism 
contest;  and  James  Stephen  Green,  Delta 
Epsilon  Chi '  s  state  champion  in  food  mar- 
keting. 

Numerous  faculty  and  staff  members 
are  routinely  elected  to  lead  professional 


and  civic  organizations,  including  Bettye 
J.  Mullen,  president  of  the  Mississippi 
Association  of  Educational  Opportunities 
Program  Personnel ;  Josie  Gilchrist- Ander- 
son, president  of  the  Mississippi  Voca- 
tional Counselors  Association;  and  Sandra 
Davidson,  secretary-treasurer  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi Association  of  Collegiate  Regis- 
trars and  Admissions  Officers. 

One  of  many  Co-Lin  Natchez  pro- 
grams in  the  limelight,  Thornton  said,  is 
the  Natchez  Literary  Celebration,  a  four- 
day  summer  conference  which  attracts 
thousands  of  history  and  literature  enthu- 
siasts from  across  the  United  States  and 
Europe.  The  conference  is  co-sponsored 
by  Co-Lin  and  the  National  Park  Service. 

"Another  outstanding  offering  is  the 
international  Elderhostel  program,  a  week- 
long  Natchez  history  program  which  Co- 
Lin  conducts  1 5  separate  weeks  through- 
out the  year,"  he  said. 

"This  program  attracts  hundreds  of 
older  students  from  coast  to  coast  and 
Canada.  The  national  director  has  visited 
Natchez  and  said  she  was  most  impressed." 

All  these  good  things  are  possible 
because  of  a  combination  of  factors, 
Thornton  said.  "Co-Lin  Natchez  has 
established  itself  as  a  quality  educational 
program;  the  college's  courses  are  compa- 
rable to  those  at  any  other  college;  and  the 
instructors  are  highly  educated,  qualified 
and  motivated. 

"Add  to  that  a  personal,  caring  atmo- 
sphere with  individual  attention  to  stu- 
dents, and  it's  a  win-win  situation  for 
everyone. 

"Co-Lin's  motto  says  itall,"  Thornton 
said.  "Co-Lin  is  the  place  to  be."B

The  third  Natchez  Literary  Celebra- 
tion, "Spain  Comes  to  Natchez:  Com- 
memorating the  Columbus 
Quincentennial,  1492-1992,"heldJune 
4-6,  1992,  was  an  outstanding  success. 
It  built  upon  earlier  successes,  which  set 
a  high  standard  of  excellence,  and  made 
some  minor  changes  in  program  and 
format  that  improved  an  already  suc- 
cessful program. 

Presiding  at  each  session  was  some 
appropriately  selected  and  distinguished 
individual  ~  such  as  the  Honorable  Jo- 
seph Brunini,  Bishop  Emeritus  of  the 
Catholic  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  who 
presided  at  Professor  Michael 
Namorato's  lecture  on  "Catholicism  in 
Mississippi:  An  Enduring  Legacy  of 
Spanish  Natchez." 

The  academic  humanists,  many  of 
whom  had  conducted  extensive  research 
in  original  sources,  were  well  prepared. 
Their  lively  presentations  communicated 
an  infectious  excitementabouttheir  sub- 
ject and  pointed  up  clearly  the  value  and 
relevance  of  the  humanities. 

They  enjoyed  excellent  rapport  with 
their  audience.  They  eschewed  sterile 
readings  of  formal  papers  and  engaged 
their  audience  by  talking  enthusiasti- 
cally about  their  topic,  employing  visual 
aids  effectively  and  reserving  time  for 
questions  from  the  audience. 

The  seriousness  and  sophistication 
of  the  audience  were  seen  in  the  quality 
of  questions  asked.  Following  every 
session  a  large  number  of  people  went 
up  to  the  speaker  to  engage  in  further 
discussion. 

Audiences  were  large  throughout 
the  Celebration.  The  formal  presenta- 
tions at  the  Natchez  Eola  Hotel  drew 
exceptionally  large  crowds,  ranging  be- 
tween 400  and  525.  More  than  800 
people  registered  for  the  lectures,  a  re- 
flection of  a  very  strong  public  interest 
m  the  Celebration.  Another  80  school 
children  attended  the  storytelling  ses- 
sion at  the  Armstrong  Library,  and  1,700 
attended  the  living  history  Spanish  mili- 
tary re-enactments  at  Melrose. 

The  publicity  committee  did  an  ex- 
cellent job  of  publicizing  the  Celebra- 
tion and  thereby  helped  ensure  a  good 
audience.  The  best  publicity,  however, 
was  the  success  of  earlier  Celebrations, 
which  elicited  public  confidence  that  the 
planning  committee  would  put  together 


another  outstanding  program  that  would 
not  pale  by  comparison. 

As  noteworthy  as  the  record-setting 
numbers  was  the  diversity  of  the  audi- 
ence. The  audience  was  broadly  repre- 
sentative of  the  community,  including 
academicians,  professionals,  business 
and  civic  leaders,  and  interested  citi- 
zens. The  significant  number  of  Afri- 
can-Americans attending  the  sessions  is 
evidence  of  the  planning  committee's 
successful  efforts  to  broaden  the 
program's  appeal. 

Benefits  to  the  status  of  the  humani- 
ties in  Mississippi  are  manifold.  This 
Celebration,  no  less  than  its  predeces- 
sors, was  notable  in  that  it  succeeded  in

explaining  and  interpreting  the  humani- 
ties to  a  degree  rarely  attained  in  public 
humanities  programs.  The  Celebration 
afforded  a  grand  opportunity  for  exam- 
ining our  intellectual  heritage  and  talk- 
ing about  the  formative  influences  that 
have  shaped  our  institutions,  traditions, 
and  the  way  we  view  life. 

The  Natchez  Literary  Celebration 
is  unique  among  humanities  program 
funded  by  the  Mississippi  Humanities 
Council.  It  is  beyond  question  the  best 
program  this  evaluator  has  been  part  of 
during  many  years  of  involvement,  in 
Mississippi  and  elsewhere. 

The  Celebration  is  remarkably  suc- 
cessful for  several  reasons.  For  the 
richness  of  its  humanities  content,  for 
the  happy  choice  of  program  partici- 
pants, and  for  the  virtually  flawless 
execution  of  a  carefully  planned  pro- 
gram, credit  is  owed  Carolyn  Vance 
Smith,  Becky  Junkin  Nevill  and  Stuart 
Johnson,  who  served  as  co-chairper- 


sons .  Their  astute  planning  and  creative 
ideas  ensured  a  program  that  in  every 
way  enriched  the  participants  with  an 
enlarged  understanding  of  the  history 
and  culture  of  Spanish  Natchez. 

Beyond  this,  the  Celebration  has 
succeeded  so  well  because  it  has  offered 
more  than  scholarly  presentations  by 
distinguished  humanists.  It  has  im- 
mersed participants  in  an  encompassing 
range  of  Natchez's  history  and  culture, 
so  that  celebrants  come  to  know  its 
peoples,  its  culture,  its  traditions,  its 
literature,  its  food  and  music  and  archi- 
tecture, with  an  intimacy  that  abides  and 
endures. 

The  Celebration  is  a  credit  not  just 
to  the  sponsoring  and  funding  agencies 
—  Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College, 
the  National  Park  Service,  and  the  Mis- 
sissippi Humanities  Council  —  but  also 
to  the  citizens  of  Natchez,  whose  un- 
matched hospitality  and  deep  apprecia- 
tion of  their  extraordinary  legacy  reflect 
so  favorably  on  the  entire  state  of 
Mississippi.  ■

Co-Lin  loses  'special'  alumnus 


Copiah-Lincoln  Community 
College  lost  one  of  its  most  distinguished 
alumnus  with  the  death  this  summer  of 
J.  C.  Redd. 

Mr.  Redd  was  an  active  member  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Copiah- 
Lincoln  Foundation,  a  former  Alumnus 
of  the  Year,  and  former  alumni  associa- 
tion president. 

Even  though  retired  as  owner  of 
Redd  Pest  Control,  he  remained  active. 

After  graduating  from  Co-Lin  in 
1932,  he  graduated  from  Mississippi 
State  University  and  he  became  a  fac- 
ulty member  in  entomology  in  the  mid- 
forties.  In  1946  he  left  to  establish  Redd 
Pest  Control,  with  33  offices  in  several 
Southern  states. 

Bob  Pittman,  president  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi Economic  Council,  authored  a 
biography  about  Mr.  Redd,  "Good  for 
What's  Bugging  You." 

Mr.  Redd  was  a  philanthropist,  well- 
known  throughout  the  South  for  his 
generosity  in  helping  others  less  fortu- 
nate than  he. 

In  the  1960s  he  helped  establish 
Sunnybrook  Children's  Home  in  Madi- 
son County  and  also  a  home  for  unmar- 
ried pregnant  teenagers. 

He  was  a  long-time  member  of  the 
Jackson  School  Board  and  a  past  vice- 
president  of  the  Mississippi  School 
Boards  Association. 

When  he  was  president  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi Economic  Council,  he  was  able 
to  secure  President  Richard  Nixon  as  a 
guest  speaker  and  after  donating  funds 
to  a  program  that  helps  train  emerging 
young  leaders  in  the  state  that  program 


was  named  the  J.C.  and  Annie  Redd 
Leadership  Mississippi  Program. 

In  1973  Zurich-American  Insur- 
ance Co.  of  New  York  named  him  one 
of  the  top  three  outstanding  small  busi- 
ness leaders  in  America. 

He  and  Mrs.  Redd  were  named  as 
Mississippi'sHumanitarians  of  the  Year 
in  1989. 

Mr.  Redd  is  survived  by  his  wife, 
Annie;  one  son;  two  daughters;  two 
brothers;  two  sisters;  1 1  grandchildren;

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How  stress  can  be  helpful  to  college  students

"Stress"  is  most  often  considered 
to  be  a  negative  term,  but  can  serve  a 
very  useful  purpose  for  college  students 
who  learn  how  to  take  advantage  of  the 
positive  aspects  of  it.  Stress  prepares  a 
person  to  act;  it  pumps  more  adrenaline 
into  the  blood  stream  -  heart  and  breath- 
ing rates  increase,  causing  blood  flow  to 
quicken  and  muscle  strength  to  increase. 
By  harnessing  the  energy  of  occasional 
stress,  you  can  better  meet  the  physical 
challenges  which  are  faced  in  a  given 
situation.  In  addition,  however,  you  can 
also  use  this  hyper  energy  and  alertness, 
to  solve  problems  and  to  meet  non- 
physical  challenges. 

In  order  to  harness  the  good  from 
"stress",  it  is  helpful  to  understand  the 
situations  which  cause  stress  and  then 
develop  a  plan  to  deal  with  those  situa- 
tions. One  of  the  most  common  causes 
of  stress  for  college  freshmen  is  leaving 
home.  It  is  of  course  helpful  if  the  stu- 
dent has  experienced  extended  periods 
of  time  away  from  home;  however,  the 
college  experience  away  from  home  is 
still  a  "new"  experience  for  most  fresh- 
men. "Away  from  home"  and  "new" 
experience!  The  fact  that  these  two  situ- 
ations are  joined  together,  quite  natu- 
rally, increases  the  height  of  the  stress 
meter.  The  first  steps  toward  finding  the 
positive  side  of  this  situation  is  to  realize 
that  the  college  campus  will  be  familiar 
ground  real  soon;  then  make  new  friends . 
The  college  campus  is  an  excellent  place 
to  make  lifelong  friends  -  take  advantage 
of  that  opportunity  to  make  new  friends ! 
And,  yes,  write  a  note  to  family  and 
friends  occasionally  to  let  them  know 
you're  doing  fine. 

Another  stressful  situation  encoun- 
tered by  college  students  is  the  manage- 
ment of  personal  finances.  A  student 
may  have  some  experience  in  personal 
money  matters,  but  the  college  experi- 
ence is  still  "different"  and  often  causes 
stress.  As  a  college  student,  you  can  put 
that  stress  (energy)  to  work  by  following 
a  good  budget  plan.  First,  determine 
how  much  money  will  be  available  to 
you  each  term  after  tuition,  books,  and 
other  necessary  expenses.  Then,  allo- 
cate the  remainder  of  the  money  on  a 
monthly  or  weekly  basis  so  you  don't 
overspend.  Don't  forget  those  extra  ex- 
penses such  as  car  insurance,  etc.  which 
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always  seem  to  come  due  at  a  bad  time! 
Plan  your  budget,  leave  a  little  latitude 
for  fun  things,  and  stick  to  your  budget 
plan! 

A  third  situation  which  may  cause 
stress  for  a  college  student  is  learning  to 
live  with  a  roommate.  Having  a  room- 
mate is  really  a  great  opportunity  to 
develop  that  special  friendship  which 
will  last  a  lifetime.  By  following  a  few 
simple  steps  the  college  student  can  turn

this  "stressful"  situation  into  a  very 
enjoyable  part  of  college  life.  First, 
where  there  is  an  opportunity  to  pick 
your  roommate,  try  to  use  good  judge- 
ment in  selecting  someone  with  the  same 
interests  as  much  as  possible.  Respect 
your  roommate,  their  opinions  and  their 
feelings.  Allow  your  roommate  some 
quiet  time,  some  "space"!  Never  bor- 
row your  roommate's  things  without 
permission  -  always  take  good  care  of 
their  property  and  return  it  on  time  in  the 


same  condition  you  found  it.  Do  your 
share  of  the  cleaning,  etc.  in  your  room. 
Discuss  problems  which  come  up  freely 
and  openly  between  each  other,  but  keep 
it  private  -  be  willing  to  compromise! 

The  college  experience  will  some- 
times test  a  student's  ability  to  handle 
personal  problems  -  this  can  cause  stress . 
The  first  thing  to  remember  is  to  calm 
down  before  you  discuss  issues.  Ap- 
proach the  problem  rationally;  be  direct, 
but  not  hostile.  If  the  problem  involves  a 
class,  discuss  it  with  the  instructor.  Seek 
help  from  a  counselor,  an  instructor,  a 
friend,  etc.  if  you  need  it. 

Finally,  on  the  college  campus  you 
will  encounter  people  who  have  differ- 
ent opinions  about  some  issues  about 
which  you  have  strong  feelings.  Some  of 
those  issues  may  be  about  controversial 
topics,  such  as  drugs,  sex,  alcohol,  reli- 
gion, etc.  Remember  to  listen  to  the 
other  persons  views  (you  might  learn 
something),  respect  the  other  person's 
right  to  have  his/her  own  view,  and  hold 
your  ground  on  your  own  views  if  you 
feel  strongly  about  a  particular  issue. 

I  hope  the  above  suggestions  will  be 
helpful  to  you  as  a  college  student  in 
turning  "stress"  into  energy  to  meet 
challenges  and  solve  problems.  Much  of 
the  above  information  was  taken  from  a 
book  entitled  "About  College  and 
Stress",  published  by  Charming  L.  Bete 
Co.,  Inc.  I  trust  that  you  will  call  upon 
the  people  here  at  Co-Lin  whenever  they 
can  be  of  help  to  you  as  you  adjust  to 
college  life.B

Dear  Mr.  Walker: 

A  couple  of  years  ago  I  visited  the  Co-Lin  campus  for  the  first  time  in  many,  many  years.  You  were  kind  enough  to  give  me  a  few 
minutes  of  your  time  and  to  put  me  on  the  mailing  list  for  The  Colinian. 

I  assume  that  the  enclosed  check  is  properly  made  out  to  the  Foundation  rather  than  directly  to  the  College. 

I  attended  the  Copiah-Lincoln  Agricultural  High  School  from  the  fall  of  1943  until  I  graduated  in  the  summer  of  1945. 1  attended  what 
was  then  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  in  1945-46,  flunked  out,  spent  three  years  in  the  army  and  returned  to  Co-Lin  for  the  1949-50 
academic  year. 

I  got  a  B.S.  from  the  then  Mississippi  Southern  College  in  1952  and  an  M.A.  T.  from  Emory  University  in  1955. 1  was  a  high  school 
teacher  in  Lithonia,  Georgia  in  1953-5$  and  an  elementary  school  principal  at  Rock  Chapel  in  1955-58  (both  of  these  schools  in  DeKalb 
County).  From  the  fall  of  1958  to  June,  1961 1  was  a  graduate  student  at  the  University  of  Florida  and  was  awarded  the  Ed.D.  in  1961. 

From  1961  to  1972 1  was  in  Florida:  the  Florida  State  Department  of  Education,  1961  to  1966;  the  University  of  West  Florida,  1966- 
1969;  and  the  University  of  North  Florida  1969-1972. 

Came  to  Penn  State  University  in  1972  and  retired  last  December.  I  am  now  serving  as  Property  Manager  for  Rider  Real  Estate  here 
in  State  College  and  am  President  ofNittany  Facilities  Consultants,  Inc.,  a  firm  which  specializes  in  helping  colleges  and  universities  with 
their  space  and  facilities  problems. 

I  realize,  by  the  way,  that  the  above  is  far  more  information  than  you  need  or  want.  It  is  simply  easier  to  provide  a  compressed 
chronology.  I  might  add  that  one  who  attended  Co-Lin  in  the  1940s  finds  on  a  current  visit  that  all  the  people  have  turned  to  buildings  such 
as  Stevens,  Oswalt,  etc.
